The speak er emphasized his dec­ 
laration that the board Is not in 
politics and that It Is not influ­ 
enced by the hy steria that may de­ 
velop in any community concerning 
one who may be convicted of crime. 
The board, he said, weighed calmly 
facts concerning the crime and the 
life and habits of a prisoner who 
applies for parole and determines, in 
an unbiased way , w hether the a p­ 
plicant has paid his debt 
to 
so­ 
ciety . 
Pointing out tha t 
this 
“human 
driftwood” comes to the peniten­ 
tiaries for reformation 
after 
the 
home, the church, the school, the 
juvenile court and, probably , proba­ 
tion have failed, he said that, per­ 
haps, the poorest place in which to 
patch up the brok en 
bodies 
and 
souls of men and women, who have 
fallen over the moral 
cliff, 
is a 
prison, because obedience and love 
seem to be absent. 
Quotes 
Prison C haplain. 
Quoting a prison chaplain as say ­ 
in g'tha t “crime results from lack 
of constituted authority and has its 
genesis in the home,” Alco said that 
“when y ou hear y our children say , 
mother, y ou 
don’t 
understand;’ 
Dad, y ou are old sty le; we do not 
do things that way today ;’ do not 
let y ourself be fooled by y our chil­ 
dren and do not let y our children 
be fooled. T hat which is good, clean, 
pure and respectable never becomes 
old sty le, too old to

Asserting that crime In California 
last y ear cost the state. 
In 
round 
figures, $36,000.000, and the federal 
government and

corpora­ 
tions an additional $36,000,000, the 
speak er said that the loss of $71.- 
000.000 was insignificant, when it is 
| considered that the 
prison 
board, 
from November, 19 24 
to 
October, 
19 25, Inclusive, judged 1132 cases, 
representing 20.59 8 y ears of human 
life, In San Quentin, and that in 
Folsom 
361 men 
were sentenced, 
representing 4583 y ears of human 
life. 
“There is no comparison of the 
advantages of the Indeterm inate law 
over the old method of sentencing,” 
Alco said. “While the average sen­ 
tences are longer under the inde­ 
term inate law, they are more uni­ 
form and the prisoners are better 
satisfied. 
Under the old law, one 
Judge would give one y ear for for­ 
gery and for the same offense a n­ 
other judge, in a different part of 
the state, would give 10 y ears, caus­ 
ing a feeling of injustice and great 
bitterness when the prisoners met 
in the penitentiary . 
“It is a fact that the prison di­ 
rectors, drafted Into service for 10 
y ears, work ing with no ulterior m o­ 
tive, but serving the state and re ­ 
ceiving no compensation, are eager 
to m aintain a birdsey e view of the 
prison situation, alway s bearing in 
mir.d the protection to which the 
public is justly entitled, as well as 
the justice and punishment the peo­ 
ple would w ant adm inistered to the 
prisoners.” 
Record* Are Compiled. 
Alco ex plained how the narratives 
of prisoners are compiled, which In­ 
clude a biographical sk etch, prison­ 
er's references, form er criminal rec­ 
ord. phy sical condition, report of in­ 
dustry in prison, statem ents from 
the judges, district 
attorney 
and 
peace officers, who handled the case, 
and report of the probation offflcer. 
Declaring that the directors have 
no thought of concealing their a c ­ 
tions from the 
public, 
Alco 
ex ­ 
plained in detail how 
letters 
are 
sent to the superior judge, district 
attorney and peace officers, ask ing 
for full and detailed information re ­ 
garding the prisoner’s case, both at 
the time of determination of sen­ 
tence and parole, together with the 
ex pressions of opinion. Newspapers

Garden Gro v e, well named fo r it has much o f bo th 
g ardens and g ro v es, has taken ano ther big step city ­ 
ward. Tuesday by an o v erwhelming demo nstratio n o f 
harmo ny . Garden Gro v e o rg anized a water district 
and appro v ed plans fo r the dev elo pment o f its do ­ 
mestic water sy stem. 
The betterment and stability 
o f the water supply and the betterment and stability 
o f distributio n are so ug ht in the anno unced plans o f 
the new district. 
Like many ano ther co mmunity . Garden Gro v e has 
dev elo ped fro m a g eneral merchandise sto re set at 
cro ssro ads in the co untry into a v illag e, and fro m a 
v illag e into a to wn. 
Old churches were replaced with 
new churches, and o ld scho o lho uses, pro v ing inade­ 
quate, g av e place to new scho o ls. 
At Garden Gro v e, 
just a iittle while ag o it seems, a fine new hig h scho o l, 
which has taken rank amo ng the educatio nal insti­ 
tutio ns o f the co unty , was instituted. 
Packing -ho uses 
and new places o f business, pav ement, cement side­ 
walks, telepho ne ex tensio ns, civ ic o rg anizatio ns, street 
lig hts, co nnectio n with an o utfall sewer sy stem— all 
these thing s hav e co me to a co mmunity that is bless­ 
ed with mo re than its share o f g o o d so il and mo re 
than blessed with a fine citizenry . 
But with all these marks o f pro g ress and with am­ 
bitio ns fo r better thing s, fo r making Garden Gro v e 
a better place in which to liv e. Garden Gro v e fo und 
itself handicapped in the stability o f its water supply . 
The co mmunity set itself the task o f remo v ing that 
handicap, just as Lag una Beach set abo ut meeting a 
similar pro blem, similar but mo re pressing than that 
at the Gro v e.

Later it may be po ssible to secure an o rder making 
it necessary fo r each perso n cro ssing the line into 
Tia Juana to hav e a passpo rt. 
Or, po ssibly Co ng ress­ 
man Swing ’s pro po sal that a decency strip fifty miles 
acro ss be established in which it will be unlawful, by

This reco rd is lo wer than that o f France, which is 
1 8.7. and which is suppo sed to sho w a statio nary 
po pulatio n. 
In Russia there are said to be 4 6 .2 babies per 
tho usand. 
Ev en allo wing fo r the hig h infant mo r­ 
tality in Russia, it is ev ident that the Russian po pu­ 
latio n is g aining o n the British v ery rapidly . 
The American rate, 2 2 .7 per tho usand fo r the last 
av ailable y ear, is no t so much g reater as mig ht be ex ­ 
pected. but fewer babies die here than in Eng land. 
If Eng land is really starting to wane, the future 
Britain may be in Canada, which has no t o nly a much 
hig her birth rate but inco mparably g reater natural 
reso urces and area.
